REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
examiner's position regarding the claimed limitation of "receiving, at the broadcast 
receiving device, one or more presentation criteria for making the user requested 
modification from the broadcast source" consisted of downloading guide elements from 
a head end (Hendricks, col. 29, lines 19-38). The claimed "presentation criteria" were 
the downloaded guide elements, and the claimed "user requested modification" was 
subsequently taught and enabled by Beer (col. 3, lines 1 6-67). In the example argued 
by the examiner, a particular background is selected by a user, said background having 
been downloaded from the headend, meeting the claimed limitation of "receiving, at the 
broadcast receiving device, one or more presentation criteria [background images] for 
making the user requested modification [selection of a background] from the broadcast 
source". The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences did not agree with the 
examiner's position that presentation criteria were downloaded from the broadcast 
source and overturned the examiner's rejection.
